a BLAZE ON TOW-BOATS. 


Canton has beer treated to 
what was at first thought to-be a 
bomb -outrage in one of the 
busiest parts of the city. ; 

The “Wah Taz Yat Po,” @ local 
vernacular’ paper, states that a 
big explosion took place at the 
Western ‘Creek, severa) large tow- 
bouts caught fire, an immense 
‘conflagration on the River be- 
came imminent and ‘a number of 
people were seriously injured by 
explosions. ae 

At 9.30°on, Wednesday night, a 
loud explosion was heard and 
traced to the Kowkong ‘tow-bort 
which was , lying alongside the 
Bund. Jt appears that a quantity 
of gunpowder and explosive, 
maintained on the junk for anti- 
piracy defence, had become ignit- 
ed and exploded. As the. explo- 
sion was, in the bowels . of the 
vessel, the whole vessel was soon 
‘ablaze and the fire threatened to 
spread rapidly. Tied up close to 
the burning boat was a fleet of 
otber tow-boats which could not 
get away as they had no power, of 
their own. . Hundreds of sampans 
and small craft were also in the 
viernity. As all \the boats are 
made of highly. combustible 
material, it was feared that the 
outbrenk, might involve a large 
part of the Rivey. 
burning vessel was ultimately cut 
adrift and the others squeezed out 
of the danger zone, but not before 
One or’ more of the tow-boats had 
also been involved.in the fire. 

About ten persons were injured 
on the Kowkong boat and these 


were treated by Red Cross, men | 


and sent to hospital. A rumour 
went .abroad” that pirates had 
caused the: explosion as part of a 
scheme of blackmail to extort 
money but it became known that 
the ignition of the. explosive was 
due to an accident.
